The Lacerta paluftris is a fpecies fomewhat lefs 
common than the lacerta aquatica, which occurs in 
almoft every ftagnant water: it is alfo of a fuperior 
fize; being fometimes found confiderably larger 
than the fpecimens here reprefented. Its color is 
an extremely decp blackifh brown above, and a 
bright orange beneath, variegated with large irregu- 
lar black fpots. The fides of the body are fprinkled 


over 


over with numerous white convex fpecks or tuber. 
cles, and on each fide of the tail there is commonly 
a broad ftreak of a filvery hue, with a caft of blueifh. 
'The back of the male is more or lefs diftinguifhed by 
a kind of fattencd procefs, divided into irregular 
ferratures. This fpecies is commonly met with in 
waters of a clearer and colder nature than thofe in 
which the lacerta aquatica is found; and in the be- 
ginning of fpring may occafionally be obferved, tow- 
ards the evening, in damp fituations near the mar- 
gins of ponds, as wellas under hedges, and other 
fhady fituations.
